WHAT SOUIICTY DEMANDS OF THE 
GRADUATE. 

Delivered el tlie Gallaudet College Alumni Re¬ 
union, held at Kendall Green, Waeblnfton, D. C., 
tune, 

Now that I bay* you here helpless, I am 
goiag to tak* an ignoble revenge upon 
yon—by preaching at yon. This is the 
especial apecies of torture that a preacher 
inflicts upon every audience, whether be¬ 
neath the roof-tree of hla owu totem houae, 
or wherever else an audience can be taken 
off Ita guard, and compelled to liaten. In 
the day* when I wora my collar right- 
about-face, I, myaelf suffered from this 
privilege of Clergy. But it ia now your 
turn, and I am reeolutaly determinad to 
have my pound of flesh, come what may. 
However, I implore your forebearance, 
for I fancy the agony will not be long. 

It baa been ordained and commanded by 
your Program Committee, that I shall speak 
this afternoon upon " Wbat Society De¬ 
mands of the Graduate." But 1 fain 
would fils • brief of disaeut, aud fall back 
upon my feminine Prerogatives. If it be 
trne, aa Dr. Johnson has somewhere re¬ 
marked, that "there are three aezea, 
males, females, and parsons, it must fol¬ 
low that paraona are more feminine than 
females, and are consequentially, to be 
•xcnasd for their little inconsistencies. 

I shall therefore fall back, aa I have said, 
upon my feminine prerogativea, ana 
< bauga my mind and the subject. 

1 am moved to apeak, not upon " What 
Society Demands of the Graduate,” but 
upon " What the Graduate Should De¬ 
mand of Himself.” This, I believe, will 
cover the ground more thoroughly. For 
when the business of living Is couaidered 
In its entirety, it becomes crystal clear 
that what a man demands of himself is 
deeper, finer, aud ultimately of greater 
importance to hla own happiuesa, and that 
of hia fellow-men, than anything anyona 
else can demand of him. It is such self- 
appointed alms that bava beeu the beacon- 
lights.of they who have " fought and toll¬ 
ed and ruled and loved and made this 
world." 

A College education should give a man 
soaethiug concrete—a feeling of re¬ 
sponsibility, s spiritual watchword. When 
the Spartan mother of old armed her eon 
aud sent him forth to battle, abe gave him 
with his shield, a shibboleth. It was 
" With It or upon It." Today, when the 
College Mother sends her son forth to the 
battle of Ufa, she girds him with the splen¬ 
did armor of learning that has been forged 
piece by piece out of tbc lore of the ages, 
and bar watchword to him is still the same, 
" With -it or upon it.” But aha lays upon 
him no "thou Shalta” or "thou Shalt 


him uo "thou Shalts ” or "thou Shalt 
note." Her sole wish is what every true 
«nan will ratify in hia owu world, that he 


shall at all times, and in all places, ” play 
the man." 

1 believe the initial demand that the 
Graduate should make upon himself is true 
humility, coupled with a lively desire to 
learn. By this I mean that his education 
should not inspire him with intellectual ar¬ 
rogance, or the feeling that be is the only 
one "in the know.” On the contrary, he 
should conscientiously exhibit a spirit of 
broad and sympathetic tolerance for the 
thoughts ana feelings of others, and learn 
from tbe simple how to be wise. For it ia 
written that a man " who sittetb upon a 
high seat, doth sometimes have a fall, and 
faUeth far." 

The next essential should be a love of 
hard work. No man who feels the living 
streams of true learning coursing through 
hit being can be a mere idler, or jackal, 
about another man’s kill. For if Educa¬ 
tion teachea the Graduate nothing else, it 
teaches him the Gospel of hard work, as 
many of you here, who have sweated 
beneath the refulgence of tbe midnight 
lamp will agree. The Graduate who ima¬ 
gines that the world, ipse facto, "owes 
him s living,” or that he has acquired the 
prerogatives of divinity by spending four 
easy "golden years and gay," at some col¬ 
lege, is not an educated man ; be ia not 
even a man, but a craven, not worthy to 
bear tbe sword. It is true that tbe word 
"Scholar” in Greek, means a man of 
“leisure,” but no man ever became a 
scholar by loafing, or sleeping at the 
switch. 

It would seem that the most ordinary 
demand tkat tbe Graduate makes upon 
himself is that he shall have economic in¬ 
dependence—money with which to gratify 
his appetites, and to fulfill his primeval 
longings for power and pelf. Surely, for 
the achievement of this aim, than the Col¬ 
lege Graduate, no one has so good a run¬ 
ning start in the race of life. No man is 
better prepared for the battle, or better 
endowed with that subtle sense of making 
two blades of grass grow in the place of 
one, or five dollars blossom where only 
one bloomed before. Whether he keeps 
tbe faith or not, the College man is the 
hair of all the ages, having within himself 
the divine fire that was stolen from heaven 
In that dim past when thought began, and 
which has been pasaed down to us with 
ever growing radiance, from thinking man 
to thinking man, as our race has tolled for¬ 
ward on its upward way. He possesses s 
scientific and technical preparation be¬ 
yond the reach of the non-College man. 
He is the master of time and apace. He 
can. summou the winged lightnings from 
heaven, to carry his thoughts to tbe utter¬ 
most bounds of tbe civilized world, aud 
hitch its pent-up force to the wheels whose 
turning shall make him rich. He can 
harness the whirlwind and tbe torrent, and 
draw from the mountains the water that 
shall make the'desert blossom as the rose. 

But all this is not enough. A mere ma¬ 
terial independence that simply .latiafiea 
man’s animal cravings is never enough, 
and is not more praiseworthy than a full 
belly would have been in our reverend an¬ 
cestor, the neanderthal ape. It is wrong, 
will always be wrong, for the economic life 
of this country to draw into ita highly 
competitive circle the cream of our young 
manhood. It now draws far more than its 
share. Our intellectual, political, social 
and rallgious needs have not had their full 
measure of devotiou. The balance is not 
true. There is a totally perverted sense of 
values, and a wholly pernicious perspec 
live. Material prosperity should produce 
the essentials of comfortable living, and re¬ 
lease the individual, so that tbe needs of 
our spiritual and Intellectual development 
may be realized. But we have made the 
means the end. 

Tbe crux of the business is that there is 
too much specialization and too little of 
the " humanities," in other words, too 
little of real education In these later days. 
This has led to the unflattering spectacle 
of tbe college graduate who iaa fool—who 
haa learned so much of oue specialty that 
be had not had time to learn anything 
else. Too many of our best men, tbe very 
flower of our manhood, the thews and 
sinews of our race, are drawn, for mone¬ 
tary gain, into things that are purely mun¬ 
dane. The unusual economic opportunities 
of this time, have lured many in whom 
tbc mystic promise of "great tbinga" was 
most pregnant, to stretch and strain them¬ 
selves so far in some particular direction 
that they are all out of joint. Such a 
man is so one-sided in his development 
that he possesses uo colorful habitation of 
the soul, in which he may rejoice and 
grow great. He haa become a cripple, a 
deformed aud loathsome thing, a cari¬ 
cature of wbat ha might have been. 

All this is wrong, for a man's inner life is 
more important to his happiness and his 
ultimate value to his tribe than his outer 
life. And if s man have not a broad and 
well rounded intellectual development— 
by which I mean a personal religion, with 
a clearly thought out body of ethical con¬ 
victions, s sense of the driving Ideals 
which have motivated his tribe in Its long 
and sorrowful march toward the ligbt, and 
i sympathy for the inspirations of the race 
of man that have beeu woven Into the 
warp and woof of his painting, his sculp¬ 
ture, his architecture, his poetry and bis 
song—I say, if s man have not these, he Is 
an empty shell of a man, and bis economic 
victories are dust and ashes In bis mouth. 

What tbe graduate needs most—and I 
speak especially to tbe recent graduates 
here—is} "to take a tumble to himself," 
and come to the realization, shocking 
though it may seem, that tha function of a 
college is not to teach • man bow to make 
money, but to teach him how to save his 
soul olive—" to live justly, to do mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God." The 
need is for more of that fine spirit exe r pli< 
tied by the old Oxford Professor, who at 
a College banquet, got up and said, "I 
drink to pure mathematics; may it never 
be worth a darn to anybody." Learning 
for learning’s owu oaks should be tbe 
order of the day. 

More than ecomonic independence 
should tbe Graduate demaud intellectual 
lndepandenc*. I moat devoutly believe 
that avery man ahould be his own pole- 


star, giving no thought to the other stars 
in their courses, but driving resolutely, 
relentlessly, fearlessly forward, upon his 
own appointed way. In other words, the 
Graduate should own himself, no matter 
what the coat. This is what I mean by 
intellectual independence. 

You must not fancy that this intellec¬ 
tual independence ia a matter of easy 
acquisition, or that it can be purchased 
for a song. On the contrary, its ransom 
price is a man’s heart blood, aud this he 
must pay if he would own himself, as those 
of you here who have borne the brunt of 
the battle, and have ofttimes stood with 
empty pockets before a flap-jack emporium 
and wondered where their next meal was 
comiug from, will tell you. Let us trace 
it back to ita first dim beigiuniugs in our 
aforementioned reverend ancestor, who 
hopped about upon the tree-tops aud we 
shall see that even in this early day, the 
price of independence was dear. 

No man can say how long it took for 
the progenitors of our tribe to cease to be 
animals and become men. We only know 
that tbe progresa from night to morning, 
from beast to man, was not accomplished 
all at ouce, but by age upon age of toil 
and sorrowful evolution! Long aud hard 
was the glory of the coming. Wc know, 
however, that somewhere during this long 
drawn-out effort, man first began to think, 
aud from thinking, began to be a man. 

As yet, however, he was not his own 
man, for aa the price of survival from the 
attacks of murderous nature, and the 
blood-lust of other men, he had to sink 
his individuality into the muck of his tri¬ 
bal allegiance—must either do this or 
perish. And so he had, perforce, in bit¬ 
terness of soul, and with aspirations un¬ 
satisfied, to bow down to the tribal god,— 
to think as the tribe thought—to feel as the 
tribe felt, and to lie as the tiibe lied. 

Finally, came a day when he was com¬ 
pletely " fed-up" with his tribe—so com-1 
plctely " fed up" that he wanted to get 
away from the sight aud the souiyl and 
the smell of it,—wanted to think his own 
thoughts and to lie bis own lies, and to be 
his own man. Clear as a ray of suulight, 
there came to him, as he thought, from his 
particular totem and god, the desire to de¬ 
pend no more upon hia tribe, but to owu 
himself, even as his brute ancestors bad 
owned themselves. 

But now this prehistoric seeker after in¬ 
dependence discovered, as all who have 
followed his thorny path, since, have dis¬ 
covered, that owning one self is not to be 
achieved by mere wishing, but must be 
bought for a price, and that price was 
sweat and blood, and loneliness and huuger. 
But he felt that even though he must oft- 
times howl alone in the dark with an 
empty belly, that the aim was worth the 
effort. And so he paid the price, aud l>e- 
came master of himself. 

Across the welter of time, from that half 
human ancestor, brother to the ape, who 
first sought to owu himself, there cornea 
straight and true as a sun-track to the men 
of this day the desire for Independence of 
mind aud soul. The price is still sweat 
and blood, and loneliness aud huuger, for 
the tnan who is brave enough lobe true 
to the spirit that is within hitn, aud follow 
paths that are not his tribe's paths, is, 
and has always been, a pariah and an out¬ 
law. He is pointed at as a horrible 
example, aud would lie stoned, if stoning 
were still fashionable. But ns long as 
there are true men in this world, the price 
will be’ paid gladly—it will be paid heap¬ 
ed up and running over, if necessary, liy 
the few who believe that the privilege is 
worth the price. 

There are some few here this afternoon 
who will any that the price of indepen¬ 
dence is too dear—that it were better to 
have a master, and bow down to him, for 
one's stomach’s sake. For these I have 
no word, but would apeak to those others 
here who believe that at any price a man 
must pay, he should own himself. 

When I say that the Graduate should 
demand independence, I have said all. 
For the more the matter is considered, the 

S tainer it becomes, that for a man to own 
intaelf is the alpha and the omega of 
living. It is the sublimest of human 
achievements, and beside it the spoils of 
other victories grow dim, aud not worth 
the counting. For the call that comes to 
every man to leave his tribal allegiance 
behind, and walk henceforth in hla own 
way ia the call of hia own soul. Only by 
obeying the call shall a tnan prove his 
immortal race, and become worthy to sit 
with governors and kings.

LOST A FAIR OK REMBRANDTS 

While traveling arouud the world 
many years ago, Alexander added 
to his collection two fine old master¬ 
pieces by Rembrandt, one of the 
“ Lady with the Muff” believed lo 
tie Lady Gainsborough, his most 
famous subject, and the other of 
the artist himself They were lost 
In Philadelphia, where it is said 
Alexander was trailed for several 
thousand miles by international 
crooks, who stole the famous paint¬ 
ings. They have never beeu re¬ 
covered. 

Alexander is also a linguist. Al¬ 
though deaf, he speaks English, 
French and German fluently. He 
studied under Ihe celebrated painter 
and sculptor Hlppolyte Montille iu 
the Academy Julien, Paris. A 
bust by Montille won Ihe first prize 
awarded by the French Academy. 
Montille also executed many of the 
finest statues for the Buffalo Pan- 
American Exposition held in 1900. 

The American Society of Deaf 
Artists, of which Alexander is 
president, is composed of 80 active 
and 100 associate members through¬ 
-out the United States, all deaf. 
Alexander was one of the oiganizers 
of the Society. 

In his many years residence on 
the Heights Alexander has aided 
many struggling associates. His 


nent benefit, which added to their mental 
nml moral strength and beauty of charac¬ 
ter, and which continues in their lives as a 
memorial of her loving, faithful instruc¬ 
tion. 

As a gifted woman, an alumna of Fan- 
wood, an accomplished teacher, and a 
staunch friend of the deaf, we cherish her 
work and her memory ; the enviable re¬ 
sults she obtaiued in her career, which 
she graced by her long devoted service, 
are a permanent memorial of her useful 
life.
